How to find us: 

Before you can discover all Niagara- 
on-the-Lake has to offer, you have to get 
here, and thankfully we are not hard to 
find. Our most popular route into town 
runs from the Queen Elizabeth Way 
(QEW). 

Take the Glendale Avenue exit off the 
QEW to Niagara-on-the-Lake, then fol¬ 
low signs to connect to Regional Road 
55 by turning left on to York Road, then 
make a right at the first set of lights to 
take Airport Road, the shortest path to 
Regional Road 55, which is called 
"Niagara Stone Road" locally. Turn right 
onto Stone Road and enjoy the scenery 
of lush vineyards and the bustling com¬ 
merce of Virgil before you arrive at 
Queen Street in the Old Town. When you 
get to the end of the road, with the golf 
course and the lake ahead of you, turn 
right to get to the heart of the Old Town 
and the Shaw Festival theatres. 

Once you're within the municipality, 
please check the map on Page 20 and 
21 to navigate your way around town. 
Detailed driving directions are also avail¬ 
able from the Chamber of Commerce. 

Line-ups at border crossings can cause 
delays, and traffic on the QEW from 
Toronto is often heavy. Allow at least 
two hours for your drive from Toronto, 
especially if you have theatre tickets. For 
border wait times, visit www.cbsa.gc.ca 
or contact the Niagara Falls Bridge 
Commission at 1-800-715-6722 (press 
option 2) for traffic conditions on bridges 
at Queenston - Lewiston, Niagara Falls 
and Buffalo - Fort Erie, Peace Bridge.

N iagara-on-the-Lake is history come to 
life—never more so than as it 
commemorates the War of 1812, which 
ensured our future as a nation. 

The Old Town has been designated a 
National Historic District, for more than well- 
tended heritage buildings, although there are 
lots of those to admire. 

The town, known in early years as Newark, 
was the first capital of Upper Canada, site of 
the first library, newspaper and golf course, 
and passed the first anti-slavery legislation. 

It was also the site of important battles of 
the War of 1812, which established our 
country, so this is a special year as we 
continue to commemorate the bicentennial 
of the war and celebrate two hundred years 
of peace with our neighbour. 

The town itself had been settled by 
American Loyalists who fled to Niagara 
during the American Revolution. Then, in the 
days leading up to the War of 1812, Fort 
George became a stronghold with a British 
military base, and residents found themselves 
within range of enemy cannons at Fort 
Niagara, just across the river. 


The troops of Fort George crushed an 
American invasion at Queenston Heights in 
October of 1812, but lost brilliant military 
strategist General Isaac Brock. The Americans 
attacked again the following May, destroying 
Fort George and taking the town. It was the 
following December, 1813, that the Americans 
retreated. 

Conflicts continued into the fall of 1814, 
by which time both sides had invaded each 
other's territory, some successfully. But these 
areas were restored by the Treaty of Ghent 
which re-instated original boundaries, and 
led to the 200 years of peace we're celebrating 
today. 

Visitors to the town today are likely to see 
historic strollers, today's residents dressed in 
period costumes, on our main street. Well- 
versed in history, they are happy to stop to 
chat or pose for a picture. Also on our main 
street during certain times during the summer 
of 2013, U.S. soldiers will appear to remind 
residents and visitors that the town was 
under American occupation for the last six 
months of the year. 

The occupation ended during a December 


snowstorm when the withdrawing American 
forces burned almost every building in town. 
Although facing a smoldering ruin, with the 
war continuing for another year, the spirit of 
the people revived this town and restored its 
life. 

Fort George was rebuilt in the 1930s as a 
monument to the struggle for Canadian 
sovereignty. The well-versed staff of Parks 
Canada help bring the fort to life through 
authentic costumes and demonstrations of 
food, music, and military training. 

McFarland House on the Niagara Parkway 
was the sole property to survive the town's 
infamous burning—visit it and discover why. 
Hear the truth behind Laura Secord's midnight 
walk to alert the British of pending invasion 
by visiting her Queenston homestead. Visit 
Brock's Monument at Queenston Heights 
and discover how one general could rate four 
separate burials.

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Niagara under Occupation: May 27 to December 10 


T he year 1813 can easily be argued 
to be the worst year in the history of 
Niagara. After the Battle of Fort George, 
the town of Niagara was in American 
hands. Most of the men had left with the 
British army and by the time summer was 
over, many of the men who stayed behind 
were being taken prisoner by the 
occupying U.S. forces. But businesses, 
gardens and farms needed tending and 
for residents in Niagara, life was going to 
be very different. Thousands of American 
soldiers were camped out in the ruins of 
Fort George and the Commons. Imagine 
thousands of enemy troops camped on 
your doorstep! 

There was some looting and pillaging, but 
the biggest challenge was supplying and 
feeding this large force - a tough task for the 
residents struggling to supply their own 
needs. The U.S. occupying force could be 
harsh at times, warning citizens not to 
provide assistance to the British, arresting 
suspected sympathizers, and in August, 
burning the Presbyterian church because its 


tall spire was suspected of being an 
observation post. 

During this time of occupation it was not 
the British flag flying in town, but the U.S. 15 
stars and stripes. This is an unusual U.S. flag 
because it has 15 stripes and 15 stars instead 
of the 13 stripes normally associated with 
the flag. This flag was in use until 1818 and 
is the flag on which the anthem "Star 
Spangled Banner" is based. 

It was during the occupation by the U.S. 
forces that Joseph Willcocks, a member of 
the Legislative Assembly, defected to the 
Americans. He was able to assemble a 
group of over 150 men to join him, forming 
a company the Americans called the 
Canadian Volunteers. The Canadian 
Volunteers acted as scouts, foragers and as 
a quasi-police force for the Americans. They 
harassed former neighbours and partook in 
arrests. 

As the year wore on the American force 
dwindled to less than 100. Though still in 
possession of the town, the American 
commander, Gen. McClure decided to take 


his force to Fort Niagara on U.S. soil in 
December. His orders for leaving Niagara 
were vague: he was to deprive the British of 
food and supplies, and the decision was 
made to destroy the town. Willcocks and the 
Volunteers took an active part in burning the 
town. So the dreadful year of 1813 was 
coming to an even more terrifying end for the 
residents of Niagara. 

This summer, 200 years later, the American 
forces are back on Queen Street! 

Witness the U.S. fifteen stars and stripes 
flag flying on Queen and King Streets and 
walk by theatrical U.S. Guard Houses, just as 
if the town was under foreign occupation. 
Come and meet the American soldiers 
patrolling Queen Street, who may remind you 
not to offer assistance to the enemy, the 
British. Will your allegiance be challenged; 
are you for the republic or the monarchy?

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Niagara on Fire: 

December 6 and 7, 2013 - Market Square 


N iagara was invaded and occupied by 
American forces for almost seven 
months, commencing in May 1813. The 
Americans retreated on December 10,1813 
and on their departure burned almost every 
home in Niagara (also known as Newark). This 
significant event shocked the inhabitants, the 


British military and even many people in the 
U.S. It was unprovoked and changed the very 
nature of the War of 1812. 

The burning of the town in 1813 leaves a 
strong legacy even today. Niagara-on-the- 
Lake's current prosperity is due in no small 
part to the beautiful homes of the Regency 



period rebuilt in the years after the war. With 
increased prosperity, a thriving ship-building 
industry in town and thanks to war reparations 
money, many imposing and historic buildings 
that make our town so unique still stand and 
attract tourists by the hundreds of thousands. 
Niagara on Fire allowed the town to 
completely rebuild and the key event that 
leads up to that needs to be recognized for 
its significance two hundred years later. 

This year, the Town will be set on fire ... 
again! On December 6 and 7, join us 
downtown at Market Square (behind the Old 
Courthouse, Niagara-on-the-Lake) for a 
special commemoration of the Burning of the 
Town featuring outdoor events. 
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December 6: The first night will form a 
preview and will include a Sound and Light 
Show using the front of the adjacent historic 
Niagara-on-the-lake Courthouse that will 
help depict the town's burning and misery. 
The downtown area will be lit in powerful 
flood lights and will give the impression of 
fire throughout the streets. 

December 7: The second night will offer 
you "the full experience". Along with the 



same Sound and Light Show, the key element 
of the night will be the premier of a specially- 
made local video about the Burning of 
Niagara. The video itself will tell the story of 
one of the most devastating acts of the War 
of 1812, what led up to it, and its final 
consequences. Only the moving image can 
provide the full impact of the devastation of 
the event 200 years ago. The thrilling video 
will be shown at the Market Square, on a 
large outdoor screen (yes, outside in 
December!). The dramatic noise, light, 
movement - and the coldl-will surround you 
and will remind you of the wintry and 
apocalyptic conditions under which the 
original burning of the town occurred 200 
years ago. This special night will end with a 
firework display. Several thousand people are 
expected to meet at Market Square; this is 
surely a night not to be missed!

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The Niagara Historical Society & Museum 


Since 1895, the Niagara Historical Society 
has been dedicated to the ongoing 
preservation of Niagara-on-the-Lake's unique 
history. The collection, founded in 1897, is 
housed in Ontario's first purpose-built 
Museum building and contains one of the 
most important early Canadian history 
collections. 

In 2013, a special exhibition, "Battlefield 
Niagara" (February 1 to December 31), 
commemorates the Bicentennial of the War 
of 1812. This display examines the local 
events during 1813 including the Battle of 
Fort George, the American occupation of 
Niagara and the burning of Niagara and St. 
Davids. 

The Museum also has several programs 
and events planned to commemorate the 
bicentennial. Walking tours run from June to 
September. Participants can meet guides at 
the gazebo in Queen's Royal Park (at the end 
of King Street) on Thursday, Friday and 


Saturday at 11 a.m. and Sunday at 2 p.m. in 
June, July and August. In September, tours 
run on Thursdays and Sundays only. 

Back for a second season, the Museum 
presents "Petticoats, Boots & Muskets", a 
cabaret version of Canada's historic war - 
told with a nod to the absurd, as well as the 
facts. The play offers a glimpse into domestic 
life during the War of 1812, told in song, 
words, and humour. Tickets are $15 and 
include admission to the Museum as well as 
an 1812 snack. Shows take place on 
Saturdays and Sundays at 12:30 p.m. from 
July 6 to August 25. Please note that there 
are no shows on August 3, 4, 10 & 11. On 
those dates, a special poetry reading will be 
held in its place. Join us at 12:30 p.m. under 
the courtyard tent for "An Unfinished War: 
War of 1812 Poetry & Prose". Readings by 
three poets are taken from a recent publication 
with the same title. Admission is by 
donation. 


In September, take a walk through history 
and join us for theatrical tours of the cemetery 
at St. Mark's Anglican Church, a property 
steeped in War of 1812 history. Participants 
will meet several "spirits" played by volunteer 
actors portraying the local people buried at 
St. Mark's. Learn about the War of 1812 from 
those who lived through it on September 20, 
21,27 and 28. Tickets are $10. 

The Niagara Historical Museum is located 
on Castlereagh Street in the Old Town and is 
open daily. The gift shop contains many 
heritage gifts and great publications for 
those interested in further exploring the 
history of Niagara.

Each summer, Fife and Drum Corps from 
across Canada and the United States 
converge on Fort George for the annual Fife 
and Drum Muster—a weekend long pageant 
of military music. 

Fife and drum corps and infantry units 
from historic sites across Canada and the 
United States will converge on Fort George 
National Historic Site, showcasing the military 
music and drills of the early 19th century. This 
weekend-long event has become an annual 
tradition at Fort George, and is packed with 
firepower demonstrations, music and 
entertainment. 

Over the past 25 years, the 41st Regiment 
of Foot Fife and Drum Corps has become an 
icon of Fort George National Historic Site. 
Every summer, Fort George comes to life with 
the sounds of 18th and early 19th century 
military music.

RECREATIONAL TRAILS 

There are two main trails which run through 
NOTL and meet in the Old Town. One is the 
NOTL portion of the Waterfront Trail, which 
begins shortly past the Port Weller Bridge on 
Lakeshore Road, continues to East and West 
Line and begins again at Mary and Mississauga 
Streets, travels along Mary, and across King to 
John Street and the Niagara River Parkway, 
where the Niagara Parks Commission has a 
staging area and parking lot. 

It then meets the Niagara River Recreational 
Trail, which winds along the river and the 
Niagara Parkway, through the historic village 
of Queenston and up the escarpment, for 
the full 56-kilometre length of the trail from 
NOTL to Fort Erie. 

EBIKE RENTALS 

If you can ride a bicycle, you can ride an 
ebike—in fact it's even easier, with no 
pedalling, no gears or clutch, and no driving 
licence is required. Ebikes travel at speeds 
up to 32 kilometres an hour, and the charge 
will take you about 60 kilometres, although 
you're asked to stay within a 12-kilometre 
radius of Old Town. That's far enough to tour 
local wineries and enjoy beautiful bike 
paths. 


A gauge on the bike gives lots of warning if 
the charge is running out, so there won't be 
any unwelcome surprises. It can be recharged 
overnight. 

You can choose between something light 
that looks like a bicycle with a battery, or 
one a little sturdier that resembles a scooter. 
A helmet is supplied.
